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CARTOONS AND COMMENTS. 
S CHAIRMAN of the Republican National 
Committee, and Senator Hanna’s successor, 
Secretary Cortelyou has been variously viewed. 
Generally speaking, the views taken have been favorable. “ A cam- 
paign run as a gentleman would run it,” is the sight we are destined 
to see, according to several predictions. The President, who in this 
case is also the candidate, is anxious to prove beyond all else that 
in conducting a campaign of national scope, the methods charitably 
known as “practical politics,” are as unnecessary as they are un- 
desirable. Hence, Chairman Cortelyou. Mr. Cortelyou, we trust, 
will meet all requirements more than half way. He is personally 
equipped for the post, and whether his one handicap will weigh him 
down—a handicap imposed by no less a hand than that of the 
President himself —remains to be seen. Mr, Cortelyou, chairman, 
will now seek contributions from those whom Mr. Cortelyou, sec- 
retary of the Department of Commerce and Labor, and chief agent 
of “publicity,” was destined to “bust.” Asa cabinet official, Mr. 
Cortelyou was the direct result of his chief’s crusade upon trusts.

O' RECENT developments in the sporting line, 
POOL ROOMS. 


none is more subtly interesting than the 
Western Union Pool Room affair. Prophecy 
as to definite outcome, at this writing, is premature, as is also, we 
judge, the righteous rejoicing of many at the pool room’s permanent 
downfall. That its downfall is permanent, or even temporary, is by 
no means certain. It has confidently been said, to be sure, that 
without Western Union co-operation, the pool room can 
not exist. But, on the other hand, it is as forcibly main- 
tained by the pool room proprietors that, if the 
Western Union withdraws its co-operation and _ its 
wires, they will get ‘the winners” from other sources; 
and if necessary, get them without assistance. Which- 
ever is correct, the present racing season willldoubt- 
less determine, but meanwhile, in all likelihood, it is 
still possible to place a bet. The deafening announce- 
ment by the Police that the Western Union Com- 
pany, by supplying pool rooms with race results, 
“aided and abetted in the commission of a felony,” 
smacked more of the humorous than the portentous ; 
for everybody, including the Police, have all along 
been aware that, wherever else the pool rooms could 
get their returns, if forced to by circumstances, the fact 
remained that they did get them from the telegraph com- 
pany, to the latter’s very comfortable profit. If the removal 
of the wires is the sure way to root out pool rooms—the 
same as cutting off its supplies is a sure way to cripple an 
army—why did n't the Police wage war long ago upon the 
Western Union service, instead of indulging periodically in futile 
raids? The Police, it would seem, have been wasting time for years. 


As to the pool rooms, we are very much of the opinion that their 
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doom is yet to crack. Though the ielegraph company removes its 
wires, and the Police remove a pool room keeper whenever they find 
one, the desire on the part of thousands to bet on horse races will not 
be removed. While it lasts, there will be pool rooms. And if the 
news is not brought to them by telegraph, it will be brought to them 
by telephone; and if not by telephone, by a line of human beings, 
perhaps, who will pass the winner’s name from the track, as the fire 
men of former days passed brimming buckets from the river. 


EVER, according to the senior bishop of the 

African M. E. Church, did God make a 
white man.

As to 
misguided white folk, singing it in their ignorance and with no 
suspicion of what they looked like originally, the Bishop has nothing 
to say, although, by rights, he should have. It is not enough that 
the hymn in question is to be dropped by African churches: it is 
the Bishop’s privilege, not to say his plain duty in view of what he 
knows, to introduce an orthodox substitute for it among the unfor 
tunate “bleached” congregations.
